Washington, Dec. 11;—Mr. Roberts, 


the director of the mint, in his an- 
nual report, says: 


"The mints and assay offices oper- 


ated xipon more bullion in the aggre- 
gate, and greater coinage was exe- 
cuted during- the last fiscal year than 
in any previous year. Original depos- 
its of gold were slightly less than 
during the previous year, amounting 
in volume to $143!497,190,against$147,- 
693,194 in the fisca 1 year ended June 
30, 1S9S. Domestic deposits were the 
largest in our history, amounting to 
S76,S3S,4S7, .against $69,581,120 in the' 
preceding year; but there was a fall- 
ing1, off in foreign coin and bars. The 
coinage of gold was the greatest in 
our history, amounting to $108,177,- 
1SO, against $84,634,865 in the preced- 
ing year, and might have been con- 
siderably larger if the 
capacity of 


the mints had been greater. The 
stock of gold bullion on hand in- 
creased from S9G.68S.56S on July 1, 
1S93, 
to S119.SS2.772 on July 1, 1S99. 


The coinage of silver dollars from 


bullion purchased under the act of 
July 14, *1S90, was $13,254.709, against 
$10,002,780 in the preceding year, anfl

It has no more 
effect on a pig t nan scratching the head 
of a boy. There is no doubt that th« 
pig enjoys it, and if scratched long-, 
enough 'he'will fall asleep, but.it i» 
oniy a superficial sensation, and t.he 
tendency is to breed luxurious habits 
which cannot be gratified. Throw a 
few old knots of wood into the pen and 
let your pig-scratch their own backs.
